Its large- 
ness, practical efficiency and inexhaustible supply of 
innovations make a powerful appeal to the American 
imagination. The sharp contrast between its lavishly ap- 
pointed chambers and the freedom from convention of 
manner induced thereby is at once remarked by the for- 
eigner and is ever a source of pride to the native who de- 
lights to point it out as an institution of democracy. It is 
at once a home, a place where business is done and where

the spirit of amusement is uppermost; it is a place of 
public assembly and last but not least, it is a commer 
cial enterprise. 

The problem, then, presented to an architect by the 
average hotel is one involving all the problems of the 
home, the requisites of the assembly hall, that now al- 
most obsolete place of congregation where our colonial 
ancestors met for gossip, the discussion of the political 
topics of the day and to partake of a “dish of tea.” 

\ further requirement, of the problem in hotel plan 
ning is that to a certain extent it should embody the 
gayety of the playhouse. These elements he must di-

structure worthy to be classed as architecture. If he 
succeeds moderately well in fulfilling the zsthetic part

aspect of the building. A study of the floor plans in 
conjunction with the views of interior and exterior will 
serve to show how closely the governing idea has been 
adhered to. The restful color tones of the exterior and 
its restraint of plastic handling prepares the in- 
tending patron for what he may expect on more inti- 
mate acquaintance. As hotels in large cities go, the 
Blackstone does not pretend to qualify for size; it con- 
tains about 500 rooms and some specially equipped 
suites commanding, it is said, high rentals. The aim 
of its management is rather in the direction of quality, 
and the architects have so managed their design as 
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never, for a moment, to allow the guest to lose sight of 
this fact. All the usual features of a first-class hotel 
are present, of course (lobby, office, café, dining-room 
or restaurant, palm room or orangerie, as it is here 
called, banquet or ballroom, smaller private dining- 
rooms, and the usual services connected therewith). 
It is not proposed to describe in detail these apart- 
ments ; the illustrations will more effectively accomplish 
this. 

It will be the intention merely to call the reader's at- 
tention to some of the expedients of design of which 
advantage has been taken to secure the desired effect.

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Earthquake-Proof Buildings 

The Builder says a new method of constructing the 
foundations of buildings in order to prevent, as much as 
possible, earthquake shocks from being communicated 
to the buildings has been devised and patented by Dr. J. 
A. Calantarients, of Scarborough. In this system the 
foundation, which is built in the usual manner, is faced 
with hard material such as granite or iron, and upon 
this facing layers of talc, mica, or other smooth sub- 
stances are deposited, each layer being dusted with pow- 
dered talc, mica, asbestos, soapstone, or sand, or mats of 
asbestos, etc., may be used without the plates of tale. 
Slabs of granite or iron placed on this prepared zone 
form the base of the superstructure. The object of the 
arrangement is, in the case of an earthquake, to allow 
the building to slide laterally, the prepared zone acting 
as a lubricant between the foundation and the super- 
structure. Means are provided for rendering the service

il fortunate in their choice of architects and are to be con- A DETAIL IN THE ART HALL 
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HE establishment, by the General Architectural 
Alumni of the University of Pennsylvania, of 
competitive resident graduate fellowships open to those 
possessing degrees from architectural schools offer- 
ing courses equal to its own, is an important step in 
advance for architectural education in America. The 
special significance of these scholarships is that, while 
their money value is but six hundred dollars a year, they 
impose on candidates no restrictions except as to previ- 
ous professional training. 

There is a need in our architectural schools of a 
greater number of post-graduate students of mature 
age and some sound practical experience. The adoption 
of that part of the system of the Paris school of fine 
arts permitting a student to advance as rapidly as his 
proficiency allows, regardless of the regular academic 
periods, was a step in advance for the American schools, 
though it has, admittedly, the disadvantage of encour- 
aging a great number of young men to remain in resi- 
dence at the universities for too short a time to enable 
them to profit by the cultural part of the curriculum. 
The neglect of the less spectacular academic subjects has 
the’effect of turning loose into the field of architectural 
practice future architects whose power to help estab- 
lish an architectural tradition is seriously handicapped. 
Moreover, it has an undesirable effect on the standing 
of the schools themselves. It tends, in the eyes of their 
possible benefactors, to make them of questionable edu- 
cational value and, therefore, less deserving of con- 
sideration in their relation to the university. If there 
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is anything especially desirable, at this time, for the 
good of the profession at large, it is that its schools 
shall possess the highest standing as serious graduate 
institutions, encouraging mature artistic and _ scientific 
effort and producing the highest cultural results. The 
fellowships at the University of Pennsylvania should 
materially help to such an end and, being desirable, 
should be keenly contested by eligible candidates from 
all sections of the country. 


HE extensive use, during the past decade, of 
reinforced concrete in engineering and architec- 
tural construction has occasioned much discussion 
as to the rational architectural handling of this com- 
posite material. In a recent issue of the Architects’ 
and Builders’ Journal] (London) such a discussion ap- 
pears containing conclusions with which it is difficult 
to agree. The contention that Gothic tradition is ex- 
cluded as a source of inspiration seems unwarranted. 
If the author of the article referred to confines his as- 
sertion to the English conception of Gothic his con- 
clusion becomes narrow as well, for the spirit of me- 
dizval architecture reached Great Britain, only in its 
decadence and, therefore, very ina‘lequately presents its 
governing motive. In France, Gothic architecture is 
a true reflection of the struggle of the Christian Church 
to establish an enduring system of government which 
should be all-embracing, recognizing as paramount the 
spiritual, but not forgetting the worldly and spectacular. 
The buildings it produced are the most mysterious and, 
except some of the be-jewelled palaces of India, the 
most spectacular works of existing architectural art. 
The effect they produce is of infinite aspiration with 
their towering vertical lines, their vast unobstructed 
spaces with isolated points of support and lofty vaulted 
ceilings. The richness of their visible portions is to 
be ascribed to the tendency of the Middle Ages to in- 
dividual effort in art. Therefore, they were built of 
stone which could be readily set in place, richly moulded 
and carved, and refined and added to, subsequently. 
There seems no fundamental reason given the highly 
organized building system of the Romans with its armies 
of slaves and supposing as contemporaneous with it 
the religious ideals of medieval times, why the Gothic 
cathedrals, could not have been built by the Romans in 
concrete in the use of which they were so expert. The 
result would, of course, have borne a different super- 
ficial aspect, but one can imagine nothing that could 
make the assumption untenable. How much more pos- 
sible and more desirable then, are the governing prin- 
ciples of Gothic for contemporary inspiration in the 
architectural treatment of concrete when we have per- 
fected a system taking advantage of the structural and 
plastic qualities of the material and making good its 
deficiencies by the addition of another element which 
possesses the one structural quality absent in concrete, 
the ability to resist tensile stress. 


For reasons not brought out in the foregoing a Gothic 
cathedral in reinforced concrete might perhaps, present 
undesirable aspects, but the value of Gothic principles 
in the handling of reinforced concrete in solving con- 
temporary structural and artistic problems seems undis- 
putable. 
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WESTMINSTER ABBEY 


The Norman undercroft, which adjoins the Chapel 
of the Pyx in the east walk of Westminster cloisters, 
was opened to the public recently for the first time 
for many years, having been fitted up for the Dean and 
Chapter as a museum under the direction of their sur- 
veyor, Professor W. R. Lethaby. 

The undercroft is a range of five vaulted bays, 
which, by the removal of partitions, have been made 
into one long chamber. It is situated at the south 
end of the Chapel of the Pyx, and the dividing wall 
has been pierced at 
some time by two 
bays, the outlines 
of which are visi- 
ble. Overhead is 
the old dormitory 
of the monks, part 
of which is now 
Westminster 
School. These 
buildings are all 
that remains of*the 
fabric of Edward 
the Confessor. For 
many years past 
the undercroft has 
been a_ receptacle 
for lumber, and 
one of its three en- 
trances has _ been 
used by the boys of 
Westminster 
School as a short 
cut from the clois- 
ters to their gym- 
nasium. As the re- 
sult of the restora- 
tion by Professor 
Lethaby for the 
Dean and Chapter, 
the wundercroft is 
now a rectangular 
chamber, 110 feet 
long and 45 feet 
wide. The four

the undercroft into 

five bays are situated in a line in the center of the 
chamber. In two of them much of the original stone- 
work of Edward the Confessor’s building is visible. The 
second pillar from the north end presents a curious ap- 
pearance. Qn one side it slopes inwards and down- 
wards from the capital, forming a recess which might be 
used for a small altar or an image. The pillar has now 
been buttressed. One of the bays and part of another 
contain the original vaulting. Portions of the eleventh 
century carving of the capitals of some of the pillars 
remain. The use which was made of the undercroft in 
medieval times is not known. It is possible, perhaps, 
that it was used as a school for novices. 
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Some relics which have been found in various parts 
of the abbey have been collected in the undercroft. 
Among the worked stones which were brought to light 
while the floor of the undercroft was being relaid are 
fragments which seem to have formed part of the 
Norman arcading of the original cloisters. These frag- 
ments have been fitted together at the south end of the 
chamber as a tentative reconstruction of three arches 
of the old arcade. The three bosses are elaborately 
carved—one of them, which depicts a scene from the 


Judgment of Solomon, has for some years been on view 


in the vestibule from the cloister wall to the chapter 
house. Among the other architectural fragments is 
one which is sup- 
posed to have been 
one of the bosses 
of the old Chapel 
of St. Catherine. 
The carved oaken 
Jacobean pulpit of 
the abbey is also 
preserved in the 
undercroft. Most 
interesting of all, 
however, are sev- 
eral of the old 
wooden effigies of 
kings and queens 
of England, which 
it was the custom 
at royal burials to 
carry upon the cof- 
fin. These images 
are of older date 
than the wax ef- 
figies which are 
still preserved in 
the Islip Chapel. 
Those of Edward 
III, Elizabeth of 
York, Henry VII, 
Catherine of Va- 
lois and Anne of 
Denmark are fairly 
complete; but the 
figure of James I is 
without the head, 
and that of Henry, 
Prince of Wales is 
simply a bare trunk 
without vestige of clothing. Some of the figures are 
carved out of large blocks of wood without joints; 
others consist of separate limbs fitted together. That of 
James I is partly clothed in what is supposed to have 
been its original costume. ‘There is also to be seen a 
portion of the hollow wooden skull of Anne of Bohemia. 
—Butlding News.

The foundation material is of pink granite; from this to the level of the third floor terra cotta has been used in an effective manner, the general details of which 
may be learned from an accompanying cut in the text. The twelve stories above, extending to the richly ornamented upper stories, are of a rich deep-red brick, 
the windows being framed in slightly projecting terra cotta architraves. The terra cotta used in the upper stories is of blue gray and green gray colors, and 
effectively crowns the structure. The color scheme throughout has been admirably handled.

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French Art of the Seventeenth and Eighteenth 


Centuries 


Under the direction of Sir Purdon Clarke the Merto- 
politan Museum of Art in New York has become more 
than ever before a great educational institution. 

Not only in the selection of new acquisitions and 
their method of exhibition, but in their chronological 
arrangement, has he shown how thoroughly he knows 
and appreciates the possibilities for mental uplift that 
are to be found in his work. 

In seven adjoining rooms there is now displayed the 
decorative arts that are known by well-marked periods 
of the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. Com- 
mencing with that period of splendid magnificence 
(1643-1715) under the reign of Louis XIV and con- 
tinuing through the Regency and the reign of Louis 
XV, the visitor can lean by well-authenticated examples, 
how the utmost extravagance found expression in even 
the simplest articles of every-day utility. 

It is a relief to turn from all this florid magnificence, 
that never gives the eye a chance to rest and which 
sates one with a cloying sense of too much richness, 
to the calm and dignified room in which is shown the 
furniture of the Georgian Period in America. When 
we see grouped examples of the late eighteenth and 
early nineteenth centuries in America that are authentic, 
and which cause the collector to view them with envious 
eyes and study the beautiful and classic forms on which 
they are founded, we cease to wonder that a people 
capable of creating and appreciating such correct canons 
of taste should have by their sturdy imtegrity and 
patriotism, laid the foundation of this country. 

The whole exhibit to the student, not only of archi- 
tecture, but of its contemporaneous history, presents an 
opportunity that should not be neglected. 


Vibration in Buildings 


Two investigations by Father Guido Alfani, direc- 
tor of the Ximenian Observatory, Florence, were re- 
cently undertaken for the purpose of ascertaining the 
effects of vibration in two buildings. One is the Palazzo 
Vecchio, concerning which the Florentine Municipal 
Council desired to know whether the firing of cannon 
in the vicinity would be harmful; and the other is a 
villa near the generating station of the electric tramways 
of Florence, the house being rendered uninhabitable 
by vibrations due to the operation of heavy machinery. 
In this case the owner sought to discover an effectual 
remedy for the nuisance. Father Alfani employed two 
forms of seismometers for measuring oscillatory move- 
ments in the buildings, one of the instruments being so 
sensitive that it was capable of recording the vibrations 
set up by the clock bells situated in the tower of the 
Palazzo Vecchio. Two varieties of vibrations were dis- 
tinguished in the course of the investigation, one class 
comprising rapid short movements and the other slow 
and long movements. The former, including the effects 
of artillery, were not considered dangerous, as the forces 
brought imto play were considerably less than the elastic 
resistance of the structure, being of far smaller im- 
portance than the effect of bell ringing. The second

investigation proved that the vibration of the machinery 
was transmitted by the ground particularly im the di- 
rection followed by the cranks of the engines. The 
remedy adopted consisted in the digging of a trench 
across the direction of propagation to the depth of 
about 6 feet below the foundations of the generating 
machinery. This well-known expedient is said to have 
proved quite efficacious.—The Builder. 


An Experiment in Co-operative Architecture 


The completion of an apartment building now in 
course of construction im Boston will be awaited with 
some interest. 

It appears that the joint owners, eight in number, 
will each design his own apartment, specifying all de- 
tails of. number and arrangement of rooms, style of in- 
terior decorations, and furnishing and finish. The 
building is to be nine stories high, and is estimated 
will cost in excess of $250,000. 

While, “in a multiplicity of counsellors there is much 
wisdom,” it is equally tritely stated that “too many 
cooks spoil the broth,” not to overlook the oft-quoted 
maxim that “the marr who is his own lawyer has a fool 
for a client.” 


A Legal Decision of Much Interest and Import- 
ance to Architects 


The following, clipped from the Bulletin of the 
Beaux-Arts Soerety of France, and sent to us by a sub- 
scriber, is of interest as showing the manner in which 
the Courts of Belgium sustain the right of the archi- 
tect to the copyright of his design. 

It ts a precedent that might weil be followed by the 
courts of this and other countries. 

An architect, Acker, had designed an apartment 
house, 381 Avenue Louise at Brussels, and Abbeloos, 
the defendant, had copied the fagade in two other 
houses, 238 and 240 Avenue Albert. 

The court condemned Abbeloos to pay Acker 2,000 
francs damages and the costs of the action and ordered 
the judgment printed in three newspapers, and reserved 
to the plaintiff all rights as to signature om the facades, 
counterfeited by the defendant, Abbeloos. 


Announcement of the Second National Conference 
on City Planning and the Problems 
of Congestion 


At the invitation of the Rochester Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Civic Improvement Committee of that 
city, the conference of 1910 will be held at Rochester 
May 2 to 4. 

The purpose of the conference this year is not prim- 
arily to continue the campaign of education, nor to in- 
crease the literature which makes up the already weighty 
argument for the necessity of planning American cities, 
but the conference is a gathering of experts called be- 
cause of their intimate knowledge of a specific subject 
to make a concrete contribution to the science of city 
planning. Generalities will be most carefully avoided. 
The aim will be to discuss phases of each selected sub- 
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ject thoroughly, rather than to wander through the 
whole field. 

The first regular session of the conference will be at 
the rooms of the Chamber of Commerce. 

Mr. Frederick Law Olmsted, of Brookline, Mass., will 
present a general introductory paper, showing the re- 
lation of the subjects on the program. This will be the 
only general paper read at the conference. 

Both sessions of Tuesday will be given up to the con- 
sideration of the congestion of population. 

The circulation of passengers and freight will be the 
topic for discussion at the Wednesday morning session. 

Problems of legal and administrative procedure affect- 
ing the city plan will be discussed Wednesday after- 
noon at the final session of the conference. 

There will be an exhibit on city planning and con- 
gestion in the rooms of the Chamber of Commerce.

University Scholarships, of the Architectural League of

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Berlin Plans for Its Future Expansion 


If Berlin continues to grow at the present rate it will 
have 6,450,000 inhabitants in 1950 and 10,000,000 in 
2000. Some years ago the local architects looked the 
situation squarely in the face and concluded that it was 
sheer folly to let the city keep on growing at random, 
by the mechanical process of adding one street to an- 
other. There should be some general plan, they insisted, 
in accordance with which the city should be enlarged, 
a plan which would take into consideration hygienic 
problems, rapidity and convenience of transportation, 
and the preservation, as far as possible, of scenic fea- 
tures. Several prizes of from 15,000 to 25,000 marks 
for the best plans were accordingly offered, and the 
winners were Professors Genzmer, Brix and Mohring, 
and the architect Hermann Jansen. Their suggestions 
for the Greater Berlin of the future being submitted in 
printed volumes, with many plans, cannot but prove 
suggestive in other cities which have an eye to the 
future. To provide for the needs of the population 
in the year 2000 is, after all, as one of the prize-winners 
remarks, to look forward only two generdtions and not 
three, as would have been the case not many years ago, 
when the progress in sanitation had not yet increased 
the average duration of a lifetime. When will our 
American cities plan for 1950, to say nothing of 2000? 
—The Nation.

The Chapter will publish, in June, a year book, which 
will contain more than 100 illustrations of recent work 
by its members.

BOOK NOTES 


CONCRETE BRIDGES AND CULVERTS FOR BOTH RAILROADS 
AND Hicuways. By H Grattan Tyrrell. Full 
flexible cloth, 250 pp., 4% x 6 % inches. Chicago 
and New York: The Myron C. Clark Publishing 
Co. London: E. & F. N. Spon, Ltd. 

Based on cost, efficiency and cheapness of mainten- 
ance, the concrete bridge for the lighter forms of rail- 
road and highway work, probably compares favorably 
with any other available type. 

Its more general adoption has, in a measure, been de- 
layed by the reason that the class of labor available in 
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cofistfuction has not possessed the necessary knowl- 
edge and experience in handling concrete. As the need 
for the bridges has been insistent, it appears quite pos- 
sible that other materials may have been employed in 
some instances where concrete was better adapted to the 
requirements. Due to the extended use of concrete it 
has become necessary to provide text-books and manuals 
that embody all that has been tried and found good in 
concrete practice, and the amount of literature on con- 
crete and its various applications put forth during the 
past decade will exceed, we believe, in quantity anything 
written or published in any other department of con- 
struction. Mr. Tyrrell’s book is a valuable accession to 
this field of literature and is a work that should be 
placed in the hands of every man who is engaged in 
superintending the construction of bridges. 


Winvows: A Book about Stained and Leaded Glass, by 
Lewis F. Day; 420 pp.; 5% x 9 inches; illustrated ; 
full cloth. Price, $7.50, net. London: B. T. Bats- 
ford. New York: Charles Scribner’s Sons. 

Now that stained and painted glass is no longer con- 
fined in its use to the embellishment of ecclesiastical in- 
teriors, but is being more and more introduced in the 
decorative treatment of every form of dignified build- 
ing, Mr. Day’s work will be found of timely value to the 
architect. 

The book throughout shows the true instinct of the 
student, combined with artistic perceptions, further en- 
hanced by many years of early training in the work- 
shop. With such unusual qualifications, it is not to be 
wondered that the author has produced a work which is 
an authoritative treatment of his subject and which 
places at the command of his readers the history and 
methods of manufacture from the earliest examples to 
the present day. 

Aside from the medical profession, we know of none 
that calls on its practitioners for a wider range of read- 
ing, to keep abreast with the best forms of practice, than 
that of the architect and engineer. 

It is to works of this character that furnish not only 
instruction, but some measure of relaxation, that the 
busy architect will turn when he finds time to read, and 
we feel sure he will feel repaid for having perused this 
very valuable book. 


INDUSTRIAL 


Gasoline-Electric Generating Sets 


“How use doth breed a habit in a man,’’—and in a 
woman, too, for that matter. 

The city dweller, longing for the pleasures of a su- 
burban life, hesitates to make the change because the 
daily conveniences that are so necessary to his com- 
fort, present as a part of his life in town, are, many 
of them, denied to the man who lives in the country. 

While in suburban towns there may be found electric- 
lighting systems, the man who seeks seclusion and 
isolation, who courte the truly rural life, often finds that 
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the site that best pleases his fancy is just without the 
range of service of the electric lighting and power com- 
pany. He may, perhaps, put in a gas plant, but he has 
been used to the many utilities of the electric current, 
and that is what he wants.

Modern Mosaic 


Shrouded in the mystery that envelops the past is 
the origin of the mosaic.

Later, as we have abundant evi- 
dence, it was employed in many ways for decorative 
purposes by the Greeks and Romans. From then to the 
present day, the manufacture of mosaic has engaged the 
study and execution of the artist and the craftsman. 

Its application as ornament in the decorative treat- 
ment, both in the interior and exterior of structures, 
and its indestructible character, has commended its use. 
While it may have suffered in competition for interior 
decoration with the more perishable mural painting, 
there is to-day a renaissance of mosaic treatment, which 
in connection with the freer use of brick, and a better 
knowledge of its artistic possibilities, is an encouraging 
sign of the education in the better ideals of art. 

Mosaic is an adaptive form of decoration. It may 
be introduced in the walls and ceilings, the pavement or 
floors, and is often used in large buildings and the 
more stately houses as a decorative treatfnent of perm- 
anent and fixed articles of furniture.

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The Whistler Exhibition at the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art in New York 


Much interest has centered about the exhibition of 
Whistler’s work, consisting of thirteen paintings and 
fifty prints, which has been recently opened to public 
view at the Metropolitan Museum. 

It has been interesting to note the revival of criticism, 
not only of Whistler’s art, but of his somewhat pic- 
turesque personality. To the time of his death he 
waged war against those who ventured to differ from 
him, and it is well known that not only by his writings, 
but also by acts, he did all in his power to cast ridicule 
and discredit on every one who had the temerity to 
differ with him in point of view. 

The bulletin of the Museum in referring to this ex- 
hibition, and with reference to the active part taken by 
Whistler in the arrangement of his pictures and the 
character of their selling, says: 

As is very well known, Whistler took a great deal 
of interest in the arrangement of his exhibitions, mak- 
ing some of them occasions for the teaching of his 
views in new and original ways. With a love of detail, 
he neglected nothing and devoted no little attention to 
the production of his catalogues, physically as well as 
spiritually. 

The brown paper-covered catalogue of the exhibition 
of etchings held at the Fine Art Society’s gallery in 
1883 was issued with the imprint of the artist’s home in 
Tite Street, Chelsea, and has been taken to represent his 
peculiar views of typography as well as of hoisting 
critics with petards of their own making. After the 
title of each etching was printed a quotation from some 
criticism under the general motto on the title-page, 
“Out of their own mouths ye shall judge them.” The 
gallery on this occasion was hung with white and 
yellow, had yellow matting on the floor, yellow chairs 
and yellow flowers in yellow pots. The attendant at the 
door was in yellow and white livery, while the artist 
wore yellow socks, and his assistants, yellow cravats. 

For the catalogue of the exhibition of paintings held 
in 1884, Whistler prepared a page of “propositions” 
called L’Envoie, and he repeated in the catalogue of his 
“heroic kick in Bond Street” in 1892, the use of quota- 
tions from the critics for each title entry under the 
general texts, “The Voice of a People,” and a sentence 
from the speech of the Attorney-General of England 
on the occasion of the Whistler vs. Ruskin trial: “I do 
not know when so much amusement has been offered 
to the British public as by Mr. Whistler’s pictures.” 
The artist triumphed in this exhibition of his pictures 
and his wickedness in showing through the published 
extracts from criticisms the futility of many of the early 
judgments is seen to lie deeper than humor—to be his 
conviction of his own worth. 


L’ ENVOIE. 
PROPOSITIONS PREPARED BY JAMES MC NEILL WHISTLER. 


A picture is finished when all trace of the means used 
to bring about the end has disappeared. 

To say of a picture, as is often said in its praise, that it 
shows great and earnest labor, is to say that it is in- 
complete and unfit for view. 

Industry in art is a necessity—not a virtue—and any 
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evidence of the same, in the production, is a blemish, 
not a quality ; a proof, not of achievement, but of abso- 
lutely insufficient work, for work alone will efface the 
footsteps of work. 

The work of the master reeks not of the sweat of 
the brow—suggests no effort—and is finished from its 
beginning. 

The completed task of perseverance only has never 
been begun, and will remain unfinished to eternity—a 
monument of good will and foolishness. 

“There is one that laboreth, and taketh pains, and 
maketh haste, and is so much the more behind.” 

The masterpiece should appear as the flower to the 
painter, perfect in its bud as in its bloom, with no rea- 
son to explain its presence, no mission to fulfill, a joy 
to the artist, a delusion to the philanthropist, a puzzle 
to the botanist, an accident of sentiment and alliteration 
to the literary man. 


Dampness of New Buildings 


Most people recognize the fact that newly built houses 
are more or less damp according to circumstances, but 
the knowledge does not appear to have reduced in any 
way the general attractiveness of such structures for 
the average householder, nor has it suggested investi- 
gation to the authorities who watch over the welfare of 
the public in this country. The subject is evidently re- 
garded in a more serious way elsewhere, for we learn, 
says the Builder, that for several years past Dr. Calvi, 
the chemical expert to the City of Turin, has been in 
the habit of measuring the humidity of new houses des- 
tined to the purpose of habitation. His method is to 
take, from various points in the outer walls, samples of 
mortar which are pulverized and dried in a specially 
prepared stove hermetically closed against the atmos- 
phere and provided with apparatus for the supply of 
perfectly dry air intended to absorb moisture from the 
pulverized mortar. We are told that houses are con- 
sidered to be habitable, when from the beginning of 
June to the end of September, the proportion of water 
does not exceed 3 per cent., and when from October 
to the end of May, the proportion is not more than 
2 per cent. In the case of buildings only occupied dur- 
ing the day it is stated that the proportion of water may 
be as high as 4 per cent. The study is of considerable 
interest from the theoretical standpoint, but we imagine 
that builders are not likely to favor any practical appli- 
cation of the results in the way of local by-laws.—/n- 
dian Engineering. 


Automatic Water Sterilizer 

For some long time, says The Engineer, Dr. Nogier, 
of Lyons, has been experimenting with the mercury 
vapor lamp, finding that the ultra-violet rays emitted 
therefrom are very powerful in destroying any bacteria 
that may be present in limpid liquids, especially water. 
He has succeeded in removing the most virulent germs 
from drinking water without altering its chemical com- 
position. One minute’s exposure to the rays of the 
lamp suffices for the process of sterilization. He has 
now perfected an automatic water sterilizer, consisting 
of an aluminium tube containing a mercury vapor lamp, 
and controlled by an electro-magnetic tap, which at once 
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stops the flow of water, should the lamp be put out of 
action. This method of sterilizing drinking water is 
claimed to be infinitely better—more certain, scien- 
tifically perfect, and cheaper—than the electro-ozone 
process.—Indian Engineering.

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An Old-Fashioned Report 


New York’s credit hardly needs the defense which 
the Mayor and the Chamber of Commerce have under- 
taken. No one doubts that the city is rich and rapidly 
growing, and that it will be able to meet all its obliga- 
tions. Only if its commerce were declining and its 
population were falling off would there be any fear of 
its ability to liquidate its debts. The higher rate of 
interest it has to pay upon its bonds is no indication 
unfavorable to its credit. 

The rest of the Chamber of Commerce committee’s 
report is a novelty in New York. Talk about size and 
wealth, rapid growth and great future New York long 
ago put behind itself as worthy perhaps of St. Louis, 
Chicago, Beston, Cleveland, Oshkosh, but not of a city 
that had already “arrived.” New York has _ been 
ashamed of “booming” itself, and has taken a little 
pleasure in being able to see the joke European com- 
mentators see in the naive self-complacency of the grow- 
ing communities in America. So it seems like going 
back a generation or so, or going West a thousand 
miles or so, to read a report upon the greatness of the 
city, to be assured that it could be cut into three cities of 
the size of Chicago, Pittsburg and Philadelphia, that it 
has a more rapid increase of population than any of the 
other great ports, that its harbor is one of the largest 
and best in the world, that nearly to per cent. of the 
world’s banking power centers here, that 62 per cent. of 
the bank clearings of the country were in this city, New 
York’s clearings being greater than London’s by $37,- 
000,000,000, with all of the other statistics brought for- 
ward by the committee to illustrate New York’s mag- 
nitude. 

But there is a difference between naive self-compla- 
cency in a community and a just appreciation of the 
city’s greatness, and perhaps New York has reacted too 
far from the early American habit of boasting, with a 
consequent weakening of civic pride and civic spirit. If 
dwelling upon the city’s greatness were a little more 
usual and popular the public imagination might warm 
to such a conception as that of a dignified civic center, 
and no one might be so rash as to propose to ruin City 
Hall Park by crowding a big courthouse into it.—New 
York “Tribune.” 





The “Auld Brig 0° Ayr™ 

The preservative works on “Ayr Auld Brig,” which 
have been going on more or less continuously for the 
last three years, have now been practically completed, 
and the bridge will again be thrown open to the public 
in the course of the summer. It was at one time thought 
that it would be necessary to rebuild the bridge, but it 
has been found practicable to preserve it as Burns saw it, 
and so thoroughly and conservatively has the work been 
carried out that there is now practically nothing to show 
for the expenditure of £11,000. This is preservation of 
of the right sort, much to be preferred to a conjectural 
restoration of what might have existed in the distant 
past.—Architect and Contract Reporter (London). 


The Value of “Old Masters” 
The incident of the alleged discovery of a signature 
on the famous Rokeby picture of Venus, discrediting 
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the hitherto received ascription to Velasquez, has once 
aga‘n demonstrated the absurdity of the fictitious and 
inflated values assigned to “old masters.” It is begin- 
ning to dawn on the mind of the Philistine that the ques- 
tion whether this particular picture is worth £45,000, for 
for which it was purchased and presented to the nation 
depends on the accurate deciphering of certain cracks 
and scratches, is preposterous, and that the value of the 
painting as a work of art does not rest with the deter- 
mination of its authorship.—Architect and Contract Re- 
porter (England). 


Cleaning Discolored Marble 


Frequently when marble is exposed, especially out-of- 
doors, it is disfigured by a vegetable growth. In many 
instances this growth has died and become brown or 
black in color. All such discolorations may be readily 
removed by soda lye of moderate strength, about 5 per 
cent. That which is rotted is dissolved and the re- 
mainder is soon disintegrated. 

The following directions answer well: A box of con- 
centrated lye, containing about 12 ounces of caustic soda, 
is dissolved in a 2-gal. bucket of water. Spread this 
over the stone with a small, cheap scrubbing brush made 
with vegetable fiber, preferably provided with a handle 
so as to avoid getting the lye upon the hands, the clothes 
or the shoes. After ten minutes or more pour water over 
the stone to wash off most of the lye and then rub it a 
little with the brush, using some sand if necessary, and 
the stain will be removed. 

Of course this liquid has no effect upon the stone itself 
and is most easily washed away. So far as the wash 
falls upon the ground, it will improve rather than harm 
any grass or other plants. Should the lye remain upon 
the skin, it may occasion an ugly sore. If splashed upon 
the clothing the prompt application of a solution of sal 
ammoniac will prevent corrosion of the goods.

While it might reasonably seem that all that is possible 
had been accomplished in the sphere of research for the 
architectural remains of the Classic Ages, the indefatig- 
able efforts of the explorer are constantly bringing to 
light, for study and classification, new and valuable ex- 
amples of a long buried civilization and art. 

To keep thoroughly informed as to what is going 
forward in this field of architectural research is neces- 
sary to the man in active practice in order that he may 
not fall behind in his knowledge of the archzological 
elements of his profession, but to buy and read all the 
various monographs that are being published would 
‘impose a burden and a task that few men would care to 
undertake. It is therefore to a work of this character 
that this architect will turn for a quick and compre- 
hensive grasp of. the latest accomplishments and he will 
find it an indespensable part of his working library. 

An important feature of the work is the adoption of 
an absolute unit of -height in all representations of an- 
tique structures. This, as will be readily seen, obviates 
the tedious work of reduction and makes possible a com- 
parison of separate structures or whole groups, in order 
to get a general impression of the combined effect.

Only a casual reference to this splendid work will be 
necessary to the fortunate possessors of the two volumes 
that have preceded this present one. Perhaps no more 
valuable work on the subject of the English Country 
House has been published. The large, well-reproduced 
illustrations afford so wide a field of suggestion that 
the man who specializes in the suburban house will find 
the work invaluable. A perusal of its text, which com- 
prises a well-written and comprehensive description of 
the various stately houses illustrated, will result in profit 
to any member of the profession. The present volume 
is mainly devoted to that most- interesting period in 
English architecture following the reign of Elizabeth 
and during which time the Italian influence was so 
strongly marked. 

Small wonder that the English people regard this as 
the period of their greatest architectural achievement 
and that they treasure the buildings that have withstood 
the ravages of time and neglect as examples for future 
generations.

The complex character of the modern plan, the in- 
troduction of colors and fabrics of a non-reflective 
character, and the tendency of some architects to con- 
struct without due regard to the question of artificial 
illumination have made the study of this subject so 
interesting, that it has attracted much attention and 
research. 

In addition to the color and fabrics introduced the 
question is further complicated by the different forms 
of illuminants the architect is forced to accept and make 
the most of. It is therefore essential that the architect 
should have a knowledge of the theory and practice of 
artificial illumination. 

In Mr. Wickenden’s work he will not find the ultra- 
technical presentation of the subject, as it represents in 
its greater part the basis of a course in illumination and 
photometry, prepared for use at the University of Wis- 
consin. This, like many problems the architect must 
approach, calls for close and careful reading. The 
book will be found valuable as an educational one as 
well as for reference in practice.

The false work, or centering, required in setting Tile Arches may be removed 
within twenty-four hours after arches are laid. Centering for concrete floors must, 
under the most favorable conditions, remain in place at least ninety-six hours, and, 
in event of constant rain or low temperature weather, must frequently be kept 
standing two weeks or more, necessitating great delay in completing building, as con- 
tractors for other work can not proceed while centering remains in place.

CRITICISM MADE BY THE JURY OF THE 
WORK ON EXHIBITION 


CLass A “Proyer”’ (PROBLEM IN DESIGN) 
“A Casino of a Country Club” 

Inasmuch as country clubs exist all over the land, 
and are perhaps more a native form of American archi- 
tecture than any other type of building, except the sky- 
scraper, the Jury was surprised and disappointed to 
find not more than four projets in the exhibition which 
had struck the right character. Almost all the draw- 
ings were out of scale, and in poché and in elevation 
would have served better as public monuments or edi- 
fices for Monte Carlo or Luna Park, than as the 
recreation ground for a “fashionable summer resort.” 

In the study of the plans fundamental errors in the 
principles of planning were as usual apparent; most of 
the staircases were impossible, showing that the stu- 
dents in making their esquisses had neglected to con- 
sider them; in many cases they were found with 
difficulty in the esquisse at all. But they were placed 
in every wrong position imaginable; they blocked the 
circulation or the exits; they crawled up the sides of 
elliptical vestibules astride of depressed doorways; they 
were put in dark corners, or they just “happened” 
somewhere in the plan. Moreover, the common draw- 
ing-room was frequently treated, most unfortunately, 
as an ill-lighted lobby, and the ballroom and bathing 
pools seemed interchangeable, and each one devoid of 
its individual character in plan. 

As a rule, the drawings were well rendered and pre- 
sented. 

The Jury recommends to the students to study the 
arrangement of those essentials of every plan which 
are the entrance vestibule, staircase and entrance to the 
principal rooms.

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HE SECOND NATIONAL CONFERENCE 
ON CITY PLANNING AND PROBLEMS 
OF CONGESTION 


Let us forget if we can and retire to a well-earned obscurity 
the term “City Beautiful,’ which has been so often used by 
semi-technical writers to describe the model town, and, when 
we approach consideration of the conference recently held in 
Rochester to consider the planning of our cities and the vital 
problems of congestion of population, do so with that spirit 
of respect to which a movement fraught with so much good 
for the working classes in America is entitled. 

The men who by their words and presence lent dignity to this 
conference are not of the class of “reformers,” at which that 
type of citizen who regards everything for what there may be 
in it for him as only of material advantage, attempts to cast 
ridicule. Neither are they theoretical visionaries. Every man 
who addressed the conference during its three days of sessions 
has back of him a record of successful accomplishment in his 
chosen field, and that they should take the time to attend a 
gathering of this sort, to lend the aid of their wide experience 
in the solution of these vital problems, makes it fitting that 
space be given to a summary of what was said and done. 

This conference was held in Rochester, N. Y., on the 2d, 3d 
and 4th of May, and was the second to be held. The first was 
in Washington in May, 1909, and received the support of the 
President and many members of Congress. This first con- 
ference was in a sense merely one of organization, the second 
just closed was of more practical interest. 

The question of congestion of population was the main 
topic on the first day of the conference. It was conceded by 
every speaker that to overcome this feature of all large cities 
it was necessary to provide suburban towns, properly planned, 
where the working people might find comfortable and healthy 
homes, but as long as their work remained in the cities, the 
problem of transportation became of the greatest importance 
and the first one to be solved. 

Mr. George R. Wadsworth, consulting engineer of the Met- 
ropolitan Improvement Commission of Boston, speaking to the 
topic of “The Framework of City Planning—The Problem 
and Its Study,” sharply took the railroad companies to task 
for the obstructive and listless attitude of their management 
We quote: 

“To crystallize, therefore, the suggestions as to method in 
approaching and prosecuting the study and analysis of the 
problem prior to intelligent recommendations as to the ulti- 
mate plan of development, it is believed that the enactment 
providing for the appointment of the public commission should 
go further and provide also for the appointment of one repre- 
sentative from each railroad corporation having interests with- 
in the terminal district under consideration. These repre- 
sentatives should be appointed by the respective railroad man- 
agements and should be acknowledged experts in the field under 
consideration. 

“Perhaps no more definite expression can be found as re- 
gards the proper viewpoint of the board of railroad experts, 
than that the problem should be undertaken as though the 
assignment came from the management of the combined in- 
terests, with instructions to develop plans for the ultimate 
effective consolidation of the properties, with a view to estab- 
lishing an enduring system, susceptible of the greatest oper- 
ating economy, consistent with the demands of public service. 

“This departure of providing for an official body of railroad 
experts, who know the art and who are familiar with the 
field under consideration, will go far toward insuring the 
elimination of impracticable recommendations, an element 
which in the past has limited the value of many exhaustive 
reports.” 

Following Mr. Wadsworth, Mr. Henry C. Wright addressed 
the conference on “Rapid Transit in Relation to the Housing 
Problem.” He said in substance: 

“Rapid transit lines of the subway type designed to be self- 
supporting, and whose income is received from the carrying 
of passengers alone, can be built only in the largest cities, and 
even in such cities only such lines can be self-supporting as 
will secure a large amount of short haul traffic. 
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“It is possible to build more lines only if fixed charges of 
such roads are reduced by: 


“tr. Lessening the cost of construction. 

“2. Assessing the cost in whole or in part on the property 
benefited. 

“3. Extending the zone served by some economical system 
of cross feeders. 

“In cities where there is little of short haul traffic, rapid 
transit must be provided by the railroads, since their income 
is secured in part by carrying freight and express.” 

These conclusions are based on conditions which may or 
may not be brought about. Mr. Wright suggested the follow- 
ing lines of study essential to the solution of the rapid transit 
problem: 


“May the State restrict the use to which the land be put? 

“Can factories be removed? 

“Can workmen be moved to and froth work by rapid transit 
lines ?” 

Mr. Nelson P. Lewis, chief engineer of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, New York City, speaking on the 
important topic of “Planning of Undeveloped City Areas,” 
was listened to with closest attention. The question of the 
utilization of the many undeveloped sections existing in the 
larger cities was disctisséd in a most practical and forceful 
way. In concluding his remarks he stated: 


“In a territory such as we have been considering it may be 
useless to speak of the grouping of public buildings, for the 
important municipal centers will have already been established 
and will not be moved. There are, however, minor public 
buildings, such as schools, libraries, public baths and comfort 
stations, police stations, and fire houses, for which provision 
must be made, and it would be most desirable to set aside here 
and there what might be termed ‘municipal blocks,’ upon which 
buildings of this kind could be grouped in a very effective 
manner. Our park areas and our ‘municipal blocks’ should 
be acquired at as early a date as possible. It is often very 
difficult to justify a public expenditure in advance of actual 
needs when so many demands are being made for urgent 
municipal improvements in the older portions of the city, but 
a little foresight in this respect would undoubtedly save many 
times the sums which will inevitably be required to correct 
mistakes owing to lack of foresight in making provision for 
what is sure to be required some day. I know of no instance 
of the formulation and execution of a policy such as has been 
outlined, but it appeats to be so reasonable and logical that 
it is a matter of surprise that the problem wf making a city 
plan has never been undertaken in this manner. 

“Tt is not submitted as a rule to be followed in city planning, 
but as a suggestion which may be thought worthy of serious 
consideration and discussion, in the hope that it may be of 
some slight assistance to those who are confronted with a 
problem of this nature.” 

The session closed with a discussion ‘on “Street Widths and 
Their Subdivisions.” 

The remainder of the conference was devoted to the discus 
sion of many vital questions pertinent to the main topics of 
congestion of population and town plafining, but, quite naturally 
as the first and more important matter, that of town planning 
received the most attention. 

To even summarize these papers it would be necessary to 
devote an entire issue of THe AMERICAN ARCHITECT to the 
purpose. 

Perhaps, as more nearly representing the careful and thought- 
ful consideration of this important question, were the temarks 
of Mr. Flavel Shurtleff, of Boston, who discussed the English 
Town Planning Bill, and its comparison as representing the 
need for similar legislation in America. We quote: 

“The course of town planning in the United States and 
England offers a most instructive comparison. In our cities 
sentiment in favor of a more orderly city growth is so strong 
that the city of any pretention without its enthusiastic improve- 
ment committee is fast becoming an anomaly. This sentiment, 
however, has had little or no expression in our body of laws, 
with the result that much energy has been wasted. 

“In England legal enactment in the shape of the town plan- 
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ning act of 1909 has preceded sentiment, which even in the 
largest cities is much in need of stimulation. 

“The act is Part II of the housing and town planning act 
of 1909. Thus there is official recognition of the idea. which 
needs more emphasis in our town planning—that there can be 
little effective housing without town planning, that town plan- 
ning must include a careful study of the housing problem, that 
both town planning and housing are essentially interdependent. 

“In conferring exclusive authority on and centralizing ad- 
ministrative powers in the local government board, the act 
carries out to an extreme impossible under our system of 
government the principle that successful city planning is de- 
pendent on an administrative organization which shall have 
wider power and sole authority over all questions relating to 
the city physical government. This principle has been adopted 
in a modified form in several American cities. Seattle has 
within a month voted to amend the city charter by creating a 
municipal plans commission, whose immediate duty is to secure 
a plan ‘with a view to such expansion as may meet probable 
future demands.’ 

“The language of the act is to be interpreted by the local 
government board. It will have the duty to construe the object 
of the act expressed in the words ‘to procure sanitary condi- 
tions, amenity, and convenience, with the laying out and the 
use of the land and of any neighboring lands.’ Such language 
is, of course, capable of a very narrow interpretation, but it 
may be confidently expected from the composition of the cen- 
tral body, from the staff of expert advisers, which it has 
already secured, that a construction as broad as possible with- 
in the limits of a necessary economy will be given to the act. 

“The entire procedure under the act is regulated by the local 
government board. Some of these regulations for the most 
part are merely formal requirements. But in addition to 
formal regulations a clause in the act specifically provides that 
the board by regulation shall secure the co-operation on the 


J. Q. A. Ward, Sculptor, is Dead 


John Quincy Adams Ward, the dean of American 
sculptors, died in New York City, on May 1, in his 
seventieth year. 

Among his contemporaries, prominent in the field of 
art in America, Mr. Ward stood alone as the only one 
who had never studied abroad. He was one of the 
founders of the National Sculpture Society, and its first 
president. His works are examples of dignified ex- 
pressions of the sculptor’s art, and he impressed his 
strong character on everything he executed. 

Among his best known works are the Indian Hunter 
and Citizen-Soldier, in Central Park, the statue of 
Henry Ward Beecher in Brooklyn, the Greeley statue 
in Printing House Square, New York, and the Garfield 
monument in Washington. 


Mac Monnies “Bacchante™ in Boston 

It is a singular trick of fate that the Mac Monnies 
“Bacchante” has found its way back to Boston, and 
secured a temporary resting place, as a loan exhibit, in 
the Museum of Fine Arts. It will be remembered that 
a storm of protest arose some years ago when it was 
proposed to utilize this statue as a fountain figure in 
the court of the Boston Public Library. Public morals 
were shocked at the very thought of the indecency of 
such a suggestion. It is probably idle to speculate as 
to whether the changed attitude of the public indicates 
greater enlightenment or greater abandon.

part of the local authority with the owners and other persons 
interested in the land at every stage of the procedure, by means 
of conferences and such other means as may be provided. 

“This is just the sort of thing that is being unofficially done 
in every city of the United States that is making progress in 
city planning, particularly in connection with the extension of 
the city plan into undeveloped areas. It is as true in the 
United States as in England that much of the larger develop- 
ment of the land is dependent on real estate operators, and it 
is certainly a most sane provision which aims to secure the co- 
operation. 

“Ample power is given the board to enforce the execution 
of the scheme. The board sitting as arbitrators decides whether 
any building or work contravenes the town planning scheme, 
and the decision of the board is final and conclusive, and bind- 
ing on all persons. In the same way the board decides whether 
there is any failure or delay in the execution of the scheme, 
and after its decision the local authority proceeds to execute. 

“In all questions of compensation the local government 
board again, by its power to appoint a single arbitrator, unless 
the parties agree on some other method, has control of the 
question whether any property is injuriously affected within 
the meaning of the act. The clauses relating to compensation 
are peculiarly interesting, in view of the fact of the recent 
activity along these lines in some of our cities. 

“The act cuts the Gordian knot by providing that the local 
authorities shall be entitled to recover from any person whose 
property is increased in value by the operation of the scheme 
one-half the amount of that increase. Thus does the munici- 
pality reap the benefit without any of the risks attendant on 
speculation in land values. 

“A provision already familiar in some American cities with- 
holds compensation for any building erected on land included 
in the scheme after the time at which the application for 
authority to prepare the scheme was made.” 


Columbia University to Extend Its Evening Classes 
in Architecture 

Columbia University will extend its evening classes 
in the autumn into the field of architectural instruction. 
Lecture courses are to be given along the same lines 
as in the architectural department and under the advice 
of Professor Hamlin. These courses are, of course, 
chiefly for the benefit of those students who are unable 
to attend a day course and will probably be held in some 
location convenient to the lower business section of 
the city. Professor Egbert, director of Extension 
Teaching at Columbia University, Morningside Heights, 
New York City, will be glad to give further information. 


Sound Proof Wall of Terra Cotta Blocks and 
Mineral Wool 
The “sound-killing wall,” between 50 and 54 East 
Fifty-ninth Street, New York, which was built to pro- 
tect the ears of the occupants of No. 54, is said to have 
proven a success. The plans for the wall are novel in 
many ways and have been the object of some interest to 
the city’s architects and builders, and it is thought that 
this ‘‘anti-noise” device may be adopted in other cities. 
The second and third floors of No. 50 contain print- 
ing presses. The upper floors of No. 54 are used as 
living apartments. The roar of the printing machinery 
proved so disturbing to the flat-dwellers that they ap- 
pealed to their landlord for relief. 
The landlord called upon an architect, who designed 
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the wall in question. It is made of hollow terra cotta 
blocks stuffed with mineral wool. The blocks are of 
the kind used in fireproof floors and partitions. They 
have been known as good absorbers of sound waves, 
but this is probably the first test of them purely for that 
purpose. The mineral wool in the hollow spaces is 
intended to serve as a muffler.

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BOOK NOTES 


Housinc Rerorm: A Hand Book for Practical Use in 
American Cities. By Lawrence Veiller. Full cloth, 
200 pp., size 5 x 8. New York: Charities Publi- 
cation Committee (Russell Sage Foundation). 
Price $1.25 postpaid. 

The timid man, who flees the large city and hies him 
to the country, would be shocked to learn that the san- 
itary conditions of the house he has with so much 
care selected, are probably worse, as far as their men- 
ace to health, than many a city dwelling. 

We are apt, owing to an improper knowledge of the 
subject, to associate suburban life with all the health- 
giving properties, while, owing to imperfect planning 
housing evils may be present in an even larger degree. 

Mr. Veiller, the author of this book, has, for many 
years been identified, in important positions, with the 
Tenement House problem in New York City. He writes 
with authority on housing reform and his book is 
a valuable contribution to the subject. It not only 
points out the evils that exist, but also states the rem- 
edies to be applied, and cites cases in support of his 
contentions, 

Legislation that will be national and not local is the 
only way that will make it possible to reform an evil 
that is fast becoming a disgrace. It is only by bringing 
to the notice of the people in a truthful way, and di- 
vested of all exaggeration, the exact situation, that we 
can hope for action on the part of legislative bodies. 

Mr. Veiller’s book can be read with much profit, not 
alone by the architect, but by every adult, and concerted 
action, based on actual knowledge, will go far toward 
achieving the necessary and much-to-be-desired results.

Son. 

Whether freshly fractured, as it leaves the quarry, 
with all its brilliancy of coloring sparkling in the sun- 
light, or whether stained by centuries of exposure, 
marble is without doubt the most beautiful of materials. 
Its varieties and wide range of textures governed by its 
location affords unlimited opportunities for its use in 
building, whether to entirely cover the facade, or used as 
accent of detail, as in the interior finish of buildings 
Its varying colors affords the architect what might be 
called a palette, from which to select in evolving schemes 
of decorative treatment. To impart a knowledge of all 
the different marbles, their colors, chemical constitu- 
encies and their availability for specific uses, is the ob- 
ject of Mr. Renwick’s book, and it admirably carries out 
its purpose. 

The architect in America, who has not given the sub- 
ject particular study, will be gratified to learn that he 
need not go outside the borders of this country. to se- 
cure marble that will be found to possess the same de- 
sired qualities that have been claimed for the imported 
stone. He will be interested to learn, how, with char- 
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acteristic ingenuity, the American quarryman has per- 
fected methods of quarrying the stone that enables him 
to deliver it in the largest sizes that twenty years ago 
were thought impossible. In fact, while the book shows 
by well-executed color plates, examples of the most 
beautiful marbles known, but whose scarcity makes their 
general use prohibitive, it also shows that the marbles 
that outcrop along the slopes of the Georgia mountains 
present in color and texture characteristics that urge 
their more general use and a better knowledge of their 
availability. 

The education of the architect is never complete. To 
follow closely all the progress in the material that he 
uses in his work, to secure a knowledge of its charac- 
teristics and availability, would require a dual person- 
ality, one of performance and another of study. 

The man in active practice can not hope to cover all 
the field of knowledge,—and if he is a progressive man, 
this will be an endless source of regret,—but he can 
gain much valuable information, condensed and shorn 
of the tedium of research by reading a book of this 
character.

A Concealed Transom Lift 


Refinement of detail has become imperative in modern 
construction. The various features of hardware and 
other appliances which years ago were tolerated be-

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are one by one giving place to newer and better forms. 
Among these is the transom lift, which, although 
designed with every attention given to its practical 
working, sometimes fails to act and ordinarily consti- 
tutes something of an eyesore on account of its un- 
sightly appearance.

INNER Given by the Competitors in the Robert 


Fulton Memorial Competition, to the President of 
the Committee, Professional Advisor and Jury 


It so often happens that the close of large compe- 
titions is marked by a feeling of dissatisfaction that it is a 
positive pleasure to record an occasion where from its incep- 
tion through the preliminary competitions to the final award 
the highest sentiments of respect and good feeling prevailed. 
This competition may well set an example for future ones. 

On the evening of April 28th last, the jury and competitors 
in the recently decided Robert Fulton Memorial competition 
sat down to a dinner tendered by the competitors. To quote 
the toastmaster, when introducing Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
the president of the commission: “We desire to express the 
splendid way you have conducted this competition. I believe 
there is nothing finer in the entire history of architectural 
competitions in this country.” 

To show the cordial spirit that prevailed among the com- 
petitors, whose spokesman Mr. Freedlander was on_ this 
occasion, we print in full Mr. Freedlander’s remarks on pre- 
senting to Mr. Holden the resolutions which had been adopted. 
Mr. Freedlander spoke as follows: 

I believe it is no exaggeration to say that this is the first 
time in the history of American competitions that the 
victor and the vanquished have sat down side by side—that 
jury and competitors have foregathered after the fray. In 
our profession we are constantly pitted against each other, 
a part of our practice is necessarily given over to competi- 
tions, so that we are frequently on the architectural firing 
line. But we pride ourselves, and I believe that it is a par- 
donable pride, that when the judgments are rendered, no 
bitterness remains, and when, as in the present case, a com- 
petition has been fairly and decently won, we delight in hon- 
oring and congratulating our victorious colleague. and so you 
see us here to-night—the vanquished chained to the chariot 
of the victor, and exhibited to the gaze of the populace— 
much as Britannicus brought his shackled captives back to 
Rome for the delectation of the masses. 

But the role of vanquished has no terrors for us, particu- 
larly if it carries with it the privilege of expressing an ap- 
preciation of the conduct of the competition to the committee 
and particularly to its professional adviser. 

We competitors, believe that the committee is to be con- 
gratulated on having secured the services of so able, so fair- 
minded and so conscientious an adviser as Mr. Holden. 

It is fitting to say that the enthusiasm with which we 
all entered into the. work was due in a great measure to the 
spirit of fair-play in which your professional adviser met 
us in the discussion of the various suggestions made in re- 
spect to the programme. We were treated by him as an 
equally important element in the competition, a condition of 
affairs unfortunately not always obtainable; we were given 
to understand by Mr. Holden that the interest of the com- 
petitors would be as carefully safeguarded by him as those 
of the association, and that he proposed to see that justice 
was done to all. 

If we may judge by the final accomplishment, and I believe 
that both Mr. Post and Mr. Hastings have stated that the 
standard of the drawings was exceptionally high, the result 
of your adviser’s policy was ample proof that his method of 
handling the competition was an unqualified success. It 
brought credit alike to the jury and to the competitors; it 
brought about that feeling of confidence in and good will 
towards the jury which culminates here to-night. 

But above all else and of most importance to our profession, 
it establishes a precedent for the future conduct of compe- 
titions, which it will be extremely hazardous for future com- 
mittees to disregard. It will continue at all times to be a val- 
uable document to point to and a most effective argument 
in the campaign we are making at present for the better- 
ment of architectural competitions. 

In order, therefore, to testify to our appreciation of the 
splendid services rendered by the professional adviser, and 
in recognition of the eminently just and successful manner 
in which he has conducted this competition, we have unani- 
mously adopted the following: 
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As the official relations between Mr. Lansing C. 
Holden and the participants in the final competition 
for the Robert Fulton Memorial are drawing to a 
close, it is but proper that we should record our ap- 
preciation of the liberal, just and tactful spirit in which 
as Architectural Adviser, he has conducted this notable 
competition, express our conviction that he has estab- 
lished a standard by which those who shall act in a 
similar capacity in the future must be measured, and 
assure him of the high esteem, respect and effection 
we hold for him. 


The enjoyable feature of the evening was the informality 
of the addresses which were made by Mr. Vanderbilt, Mr. L. 
C. Holden, Mr. Robert Fulton Cutting, Mr. George B. Post, 
Mr. Guggenheim, Mr. Magonigle and Mr. Hastings. 

Mr. Freelander’s remarks introducing Mr. H. Van Buren 
Magonigle, the winner of the competition were received with 
much amusement and some little embarrassment on the part 
of Mr. Magonigle. Mr. Freelander said: 

Ever since the decision of the jury has been announced, I 
have devoted many anxious hours of research and study in 
an attempt to find out how my old friend Magonigle dis- 
covered the long lost formula of how to win a Robert Ful- 
ton Memorial Competition. To this end I spent several weeks 
in fruitless research in the Avery Library at Columbia Uni- 
versity and& had almost given up the quest when by mere acci 
dent I came upon an old volume of programmes of competi- 
tions, compiled by Vignola in the seventeenth century. Among 
them I found one which by the simple process of reverse 
reasoning | felt sure had been purloined by Magonigle, and sub- 
stituted by him for the modern programme of the association. 

It reads as follows: 

“An enormously wealthy Florentine, enamored of archi- 
tecture, has during a period of many years of treasure-seeking 
laboriously formed a collection of eighty-four classic columns. 
These he has carefully preserved and numbered, until now, 
old and decrepit and at the age of 80 years, he is anxious to 
use them as a memorial to himself. It is the purpose, there- 
fore, of this competition to design a monument in which all 
of the columns shall be used, care being taken to arrange 
them so that one shall come in the middle. The memorial is 
to be placed on top of a hill sloping down to a river. In the 
rear of the monument runs a wide boulevard, to which access 
through the columns is forbidden. The greatest dimensions 
of the colonnade must not exceed two and a half miles.” 

After a great deal of effort on the part of those eminent 
archeologists, Messrs. Mills & Peck, they have discovered 
one of these ancient columns and will now present it to Mr. 
Magonigle as the first of his collection, and to serve as a 
model for all of the others which we soon hope to see erected 
on Riverside Drive. 

An interesting feature of the evening was the address of 
Mr. Thomas Hastings. He said: 

One of the most encouraging signs of the times was to 
find among the more than sixty-four designs which were sub- 
mitted in this competition, so large a majority which were 
well studied and showing the extraordinary progress which 
has been made in the last ten or fifteen years in this country 
in the direction of architectural education. 

While I feel glad for the winner, I feel a very strong sym- 
pathy for the “under dogs” in this competition—the men who 
have lost. 

There is no reason, and it seems to me inexcusable, why 
so many men, thoroughly educated, should not have more work 
to do. While the educational work has been going on in this 
country in our profession with rapid strides, the public in gen- 
eral have not yet found out what service might be rendered 
in every way if men of education were only employed more 
often instead of so-called practical men of experience. They 
have not learned the all-dominating fact that in everything 
the practical and the artistic are inseparable. The truly 
educated architect will never sacrifice the practical side of his 
problem, and the really great economic as well as architectural 
calamities have been performed by so-called practical men 
with an experience mostly bad, constantly repeating the same 
blunders, because of lack of education. 

Beauty of line in design and construction builds well, and 
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with far greater economy and endurance than the construction 
which is mere ingenuity. Just as it is in nature, natural se- 
lection is beautifully expressed, ugliness and deformity are 
synonymous, and so in the economy of life what would sur- 
vive must be beautifully expressed. 

It is a striking fact that in these recent ten or fifteen years 
very few, if any, of the apartment houses and other commer- 
cial buildings that have been built along the line of River- 
side Drive, where this monument is to be placed, have been 
designed by men in our profession of recognized ability and 
professional standing. As a rrle there is no one so short- 
sighted as the layman investing his money in practical build- 
ings, who employs the architect who builds upon his exper- 
ience without knowing anything about art. He generally, in 
fact, chooses the less good investment without knowing it, 
and this is not so much a question as to the looks of his 
building as it is a matter of practical arrangement and con- 
struction. 

The question of distribution in plan, facility of expression 
in planning the design of the general scheme of construction, 
the important question of the circulation in the general ar- 
rangement, the light and adaptation of window openings to 
rooms—all of these things can be so much better obtained 
by the man of education than by the man of experience only. 
[ have constantly heard it said by men wise in other ways 
of life that they were going to build an office building or 
an apartment house, but they would not go to Mr. — be- 
cause he is an artist and not fitted for this kind of work. 
If he is an artist in the true sense of the word, the practical 
side of the problem is the side which is going to interest 
him even in such commercial undertakings. Each and every 
one of the men who have shown so thorough an education 
in this competition should have their offices full of work, and 
the whole city would be benefited by it, as well as the clients 
themselves. 

In this beautiful and decorative scheme for this Riverside 
Gateway, let us hope that our legislators will take a real public 
interest, in that its building may soon be undertaken. 

It is difficult to realize how great a tide of historic informa- 
tion has constantly flowed throvgh the channel of monuments 
erected by successive civilizations, and we can almost live 
in the past through its monuments. We have a2 vivid idea 
of the Assyrian civilization through its recently excavated 
buried cities, a civilization practically lost to the historian. 
The Egyptian monuments give us more than the scattered pa- 
pyri and inscriptions that have chanced to survive the influ- 
ences of time. 

Equally true through successive ages of monument buildings 
Greece, Rome and even the Dark Ages, so-called by the his- 
torian, have handed down an indication of high spiritual and 
intellectual civilization, too little understood. 

Would that those in authority might learn this lesson from 
the past.

The 
society has also been enrolled among the members of 
the Architectural League of America and during the 
smokers of the past year has numbered speakers of 
international reputation. 
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Portland, Ore., Architectural Club 


The Portland, Ore., Architectural Club held its annual 
banquet and election of officers on May 5. The follow- 
ing were elected: President, Ellis F. Lawrence; vice- 
president, David L. Williams; secretary, Fred Alyn; 
treasurer, John M. Hatton. 

During the past year successful scholarship work has 
been carried forward with a class of twenty members, 
the work being done under the direction of the Beaux 
Arts Society of New York. The drawings have been 
sent to the sub-committee of the Beaux Arts Society in 
San Francisco and in the judgment of local men have 
received their share of “mention” in competition with 
work from Seattle, Los Angeles and ‘San Francisco. 

Local architects have subscribed $200 for the scholar- 
ship work, and plans are under way to raise a permanent 
endowment of $20,000 from the Coast cities under the 
direction of the Architectural League of the Pacific 
Coast. This fund will then yield interest sufficient to 
send one man each year to the East or Europe for archi- 
tectural education. 


Architectural League of the Pacific Coast 

The Architectural League of the Pacific Coast has 
been organized at a convention called by the Portland, 
Ore., club, and is doing excellent educational work. 

The new president announced a continuation of the 
policies adopted the past year, and urged the organiza- 
tion of a chapter of the American Institute of Architects 
in the near future. 

A closer affiliation with other Coast architects was 
suggested and meetings will be held with Seattle and 
Tacoma architects. 

The new building laws will be reviewed and reported 
on and efforts made to legalize and properly control 
architectural competition for State and municipal work. 


A Series of Lectures in Architecture at the National 
Academy F 


A new feature to be incorporated next fall in the work 
carried forward by the National Academy of Design will 
be a series of lectures on architecture. 

This marks a new departure in the curriculum of the 
Academy, and with the proper instructors, which the 
Academy will no doubt secure, cannot but result in the 
greatest benefit to the large number of art students who 
attend the Academy classes. 


Competition for a Schoolhouse 


The Board of Education of Elizabeth, N. J., have 
adopted the programme regulating the competition for 
the proposed new high school. 

This competition is restricted to architects whose 
offices are within a twenty-mile radius of the City Hall, 
Elizabeth. This would include New York and the 
larger New Jersey cities. 

The winner is to receive the commission, the second 
prize $300, and the third $200. Competition to close 
June 13.

Pennsylvania State Dadekadtin al the American Institute 


of Architects 


At the second annual meeting of the Pennsylvania 
State Association of Architects recently held at Pitts- 
burg, Pa., the opening remarks of the president dwelt 
upon the encouraging interest taken in the Association 
by the architects of the State at large. He stated that in 
no other way than by personal contact could the Associ- 
ation expect to accomplish results or make effective 
progress. 

A number of letters in reply to the general communi- 
cation sent to all the architects of the State were read 
and all of them expressed interest and promised co- 
operation. 

Committees on revision of building laws, approved 
at the meeting in December last, were appointed, com- 
posed of seven men from the three chapters. 

The most important business of the session was the 
proposed revision of the Building Laws. Mr. MacClure 
of Pittsburg explained in brief the very satisfactory 
progress which was being made in Pittsburg and vicin- 
ity. A meeting of delegates was called by him, ap- 
pointed from twelve of the most important organizations 
of the city, who met to consider the subject. The or- 
ganizations represented were: Chamber of Commerce, 
Pittsburg Board of Trade, Engineers’ Society of West- 
ern Pennsylvania, Western Builders’ Association of Al- 
legheny County, Builders’ Exchange League, Master 
Plumbers’ Association, Electrical Contractors’ Associa- 
tion, Bar Association, Civic Commission, Pittsburg 
Chapter A. I. A., Civic Club of Allegheny County, Board 
of Fire Underwriters. 

The support of all the organizations was pledged ; and 
at a second meeting, a week later, a memorial urging the 
revision of the Building Laws was addressed to the 
Mayor and Councils. The inadequacies and defects of 
the present laws were in part enumerated and the 
Mayor has requested that a commission be appointed 
to revise the Building Code. 

A meeting with the Mayor was arranged, with the 
result that a commission was appointed consisting of the 
following: Mr. Edward Stotz, chairman, architect; 
N. G. Wilkins, C. E., engineer; Jos. A. Weldon, 
plumber; F. A. Russell, A. A. I. A., architect; D. P. 
Black, realty broker; S. N. Murphy, builder ; William S. 
McDowell, attorney. 

With relation to the subject of Building Laws, Messrs. 
MacClure and Black recommended that attention be 
given to cities of the third class, boroughs, etc., where 
little attention is being paid to the subject regarding im- 
portant and permanent structures that sooner or later 
will be the cause of much embarrassment when greater 
restrictions become necessary. 

Registration: After a discussion it was left for the 
chair to appoint a committee to be in readiness for ac- 
tion whenever the interests of the public seemed to 
demand it. 

The standardization of specifications with relation to 
co-operation with builders, contractors, etc., was dis- 
cussed and was left in the hands of the chairman to 
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consider the matter and appoint a committee if found 
advisable. 

A resolution was passed to request the Southern Penn- 
sylvania Chapter to ask the American Institute to extend 
the former’s boundaries so as to include the following 
counties: Bedford, Fulton, Blair, Huntingdon, Mifflin, 
Juniata, Snyder, Union, Northumberland ; and further- 
more that the Philadelphia Chapter ask that their boun- 
dary be extended so as to include the balance of the 
State not included in the Pittsburg or Southern Chap- 
ters. 

A committee on competitions was appointed to be 
composed of the chairman on competition of the three 
chapters of Pennsylvania, Messrs. Rankin, chairman, 
Hewitt and Stotz. 

The by-laws governing the Association were pre- 
sented, each item being considered separately, and finally 
adopted. 

The nominating committee reported in favor of the 
re-election of the present officers for the ensuing year, 
and they were elected unanimously, namely : D. Knicker- 
bocker Boyd, Philadelphia, president; Edward Stotz, 
Pittsburg, vice-president; W. L. Baily, Philadelphia, 
secretary and treasurer. 

The meeting adjourned with expressions of satisfac- 
tion as to the results of the year’s work.

Tue Manor Houses oF ENGLAND. By P. H. Ditch- 
field, M.A., F.S.A. Full cloth, 7 x 10 inches; 
211 pp. Price, $3.00 net. New York: Charles 
Scribner’s Sons. London: B. T. Batsford. 

Publication by the English architectural press has, 
during the past few years, been prolific of books treat- 
ing of the two extremes of England’s domestic archi 
tecture. We have had many volumes on the cottage 
homes and as many if not more on the stately houses 
in which the English people take, and with good reason, 
so much pride. 

It is, therefore, with a sense of newness that we take 
up the present volume treating of the Manor House. 

This book, after an exhaustive chapter explaining 
the manorial system that obtained in England, the hab- 
its, customs and privileges that surrounded the lord of 
the manor, all essential to a proper understanding of 
the type of house he built for himself, gives the rest 
of its space to the architectural charms and beauties 
of the manor house, the details of its goodness and the 
varying materials that entered into its construction. 

All these, of first importance to the architect reader, 
are set down with a complete knowledge of the proper 
architectural treatment of the subject. The book will 
therefore be found of value not alone for perusal dur- 
ing moments of relaxation, but also on account of the 
large volume of suggestive material set forth in the 
illustrations. 
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PERSONAL 


Frederick Maynard Mann, for the past eight years 
Professor of Architecture at Washington University, 
St. Louis, has been appointed Professor of Architecture 
in charge of the department at the University of II- 
linois. 

Professor Mann prepared for college at the Minneap- 
olis High School and graduated from the University of 
Minnesota, receiving the degree of Bachelor of Civil 
Engineering in 1892. After graduating he entered the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, receiving the 
degree of Bachelor of Science in Architecture in 1894, 
and Master of Science in Architecture in 1895. He re- 
ceived the degree of Civil Engineer from the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota in 1898. He traveled abroad for the 
study of architecture during the summers of 1896 and 
1897. 

After leaving the Institute, Professor Mann was for 
several years in professional practice with Peabody and 
Stearns of Boston, with Cope and Stewardson of Phila- 
delphia, and later in independent practice for himself in 
the latter city. Among the structures of his design may 
be mentioned the class of 1873 Memorial Gateway at 
the University of Pennsylvania, the Memorial Church 
of St. Paul and the parish house for the same, the 
Church of St. John the Evangelist, and the “Maryland” 
bachelor apartments, all in Philadelphia or vicinity. 
His list of buildings also includes a number of impor- 
tant residences. Professor Mann has also developed 
a general plan for the grounds and buildings for the 
University of Texas and has designed some of the 
buildings of that institution. He acted as professional 
adviser to the St. Louis Library Board in connection 
with the city’s new central library building, in formu- 
lating a program upon the basis of which Mr. Cass 
Gilbert was appointed the architect. Professor Mann 
was Instructor in Architecture at the University of 
Pennsylvania from 1895 to 1900. Since 1902 he has 
been Professor of Architecture at Washington Univer- 
sity, where he has had an opportunity to originate and 
to develop a department which has attracted favorable 
attention. 

His publications include several bulletins of the 
\Vashington University Association and numerous con- 
tributions to the technical press. 

Professor Mann has received two medals from the 
Society of Beaux Arts Architects, is a member of Sigma 
Xi, the American Institute of Architects, St. Louis 
Architectural Club, St. Louis Artists’ Guild, and has 
been a holder of a graduate fellowship at the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology.

Transport of Concrete in Pipes 

Some interesting experiments made last year have 
demonstrated, says the Builder, London, England, the 
practicability of transporting concrete and mortar from 
the mixing machine to the poiat of application through 
tubes of small diameter by the aid of compressed air. 
With air at the pressure of 50 lbs. per square inch it 
was found possible to transport concrete mixed in the 
proportions of 1:3:5 for distances up to 400 feet in a 
pipe of only 4-inch diameter, the material coming from 
the further end of the conduit in a perfect state of mix- 
ture and at such velocity as to necessitate special pro- 
vision for its reception. The apparatus at the feed end 
was of simple character, comprising a closed receptacle 
provided with a valve for the admission of concrete, in 
communication with the compressed air pipe and con- 
nected with the transmission pipe line by a funnel- 
shaped outlet. The chief thing to be guarded against in 
this method of handling concrete is the clogging of the 
conduit, but it is probable that the rapidity of transmis- 
sion would obviate any tendency of the kind. The idea 
certainly deserves a trial on some important building 
contract where large quantities of concrete have to be 
delivered from the mixer to all parts of the site. One 
great advantage would be the avoidance of delays, 
which are likely to cause partia! segregation of the mix- 
ture and to encourage partial setting of the cement.

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The Commercial Value of Historical Landmarks 


Mr. John Hall Rankin, of Philadelphia, president of 
the Southern Pennsylvania Chapter of the A. IL. A., 
speaking at a recent dinner of the chapter, dwelt at 
some length on. the commercial value to-day of historic 
landmarks. He cited as an instance the great value of 
Independence Hall, Philadelphia, in bringing people to 
the city, aside from its great sentimental value and the 
deep reverence felt by the city for this historic struc- 
ture. 

In view of the fact that the irreverent hand of what 
is inaptly termed “progress,” is laying waste many 
historical landmarks throughout the country, it would 
seem that the Institute as a national body should lend 
its influence more largely in checking the demolition 
of these buildings and restoring those that can be ac- 
quired by either private, state or national means. 

The value of these historic and artistic remains is 
better understood abroad than it is in this country. 
As a single instance we have but to refer to Italy, whose 
transient population is composed entirely of the tourist 
visiting the country to view its art and its buildings. 
The Italian government realizing, but almost too late, 
the great value of its artistic remains has taken steps 
to stop the despoiling of the country by wealthy col- 
lectors who have secured articles of greatest value to 
enhance the beauty of their houses and gardens. 

Every cathedral city of England and the Continent 
knows the immense advantage accruing to it by reason 
of the medieval monuments that make their towns the 
objective points of a vast number of tourists. The 
New Yorker of mature years views with regret the 
demolition of many buildings that have been landmarks, 
and that are now only memories. It is not so long 
ago that popular clamor halted the proposed razing of 
St. John’s Church. 

We are merely approaching the subject in a sugges- 
tive manner. If the Institute would take it up and give 
it the same influential action that they have to other and 
by some, considered less important subjects, we believe 
that they would confer a benefit on future generations. 
At the present rate of destruction it will not be many 
years when our historic buildings will exist in memory 
only. 


Artificial Lighting for Schoolhouses 


A series of tests was recently conducted for the Board 
of Education of Newark to determine the best form of 
lighting for schoolrooms. The rooms in which the 
experiments were tried measured 22 by 34 feet and 
were 12 feet high. Three systems were tried, consist- 
ing of 22 16-candlepower lamps, 5 75-candlepower 
graphitized filament lamps, and 5 100-watt tungsten 
lamps with glass reflectors and frosted tips. The 
tungsten lamps were the most economical and gave by 
far the best light at each desk, as was determined by 
illuminometer readings. A similar investigation has 
been made in Boston, where it was suggested that the 
room be lighted by lamps placed along the side walls just 
under the ceiling in boxes with prismatic glass bottoms, 
which would cast the rays into the room at the desired 
angle.—Scientific American.

New Lincoln Memorial 


A movement is on foot in Washington to raise a fund 
of $5,000,000, by national subscription, to be used for 
the purpose of erecting a fitting memorial to Abraham 
Lincoln. A temporary Lincoln Memorial Association 
has been effected for the purpose. It is to be hoped 
that whatever is done in the matter will be in co-opera- 
tion with the spirit of the general plan of civic improve- 
ment of McKim and Burnham, which needs the closest 
study at this time, when additional public buildings. are 
under consideration. It must not be taken for granted 
that the plan adopted by Congress a few years ago en- 
tirely solved all the problems that might come up in 
connection with the placing of future structures for the 
government departments as yet unprovided for. 


Baths and Bath Houses 


Modern Sanitation for May, published monthly by 
the Standard Sanitary Manufacturing Company, of 
Pittsburgh, Pa., contains several a-‘icles, the illustra- 
tions of which are of technical interest. That on Lon- 
don’s Public Baths and Wash Houses is especially 
well illustrated by photographs, sketches and plans, 
showing several of the largest of these establishments, 
and describing the origin and development of the insti- 
tution in the building of which London has taken a 
leading place among the world’s largest cities. The 
London bathing establishment is public:in the broadest 
sense of the word, the middle and well-to-do classes 
using them in considerable numbers, the result of a 
habit formed when few London homes contained any- 
thing more convenient in the form of a bath than a 
portable tub, which had to be carried about when re- 
quired for use. Many thousands of American tene- 
ment dwellers are very little better off to-day, with 
scant opportunities in the way of public baths, in which 
our large cities, notably New York, are still lamentably 
deficient.

BOOK NOTES 


The Growth of the English House—A short history of 
its architectural development from 1100 to 1800. 
By J. Alfred Gotch, F. S. A., F. R. I. B. A. Full 
cloth; 336 pages; size 5 by 8 inches. Price $3.00. 
London, B. T. Batsford; Imported by Charles Scrib- 
ner’s Sons, New York. 

Here we have a book that presents the rare advan- 
tage that it can be read with pleasure and profit by both 
the architect and his client. The professional reader 
who has followed Professor Gotch through other and 
more technical works need not be told how accurate and 
reliable his writings are. As a rule, when an author 
endeavors to set down historical facts in a popular way 
divested of the dry statements that generally accom- 
pany them, he is apt to lapse into inaccuracies while en- 
deavoring to attain a popular and easy diction. Pro- 
fessor Gotch has the advantage of a thorough knowl- 
edge of his subject combined with a scholarly and at- 
tractive way of presenting his conclusions, which makes 
this work one of the most readable on this subject it 
has been our good fortune to see. 

A history of the growth of the English house quite 
naturally includes much of the history of the growth 
of the English people. It will, therefore, be readily 
understood that to condense in the span of this volume 
sufficient to impart a general idea of so important a 
subject makes necessary elimination of matter that can 
best be spared. It perhaps requires more skill in con- 
struction for a writer to do this than it would to cover 
the whole field of research. Professor Gotch has ad- 
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mirably performed his task and the result is a volume 
of the greatest practical interest.

Raggle Block 


A device recently placed on the market to do away 
with the counter-flashing of roofs and to prevent their 
leaking, is a hard-burned, salt-glazed clay product 
known as a raggle block. This device is inserted in the 
brick work in a horizontal course above the level of the 
roof joists, being made in one foot lengths and two, 
three or four courses of brick high. In cross-section it 
has a ragglet or sinkage in the middle of its exposed side 
which is formed into a drip on the soffit, to shed the 
water. The roofing material is turned up vertically, 
brought into the ragglet and then secured with cement 
over oakum, making a tight joint and firmly anchoring 
the roofing. The blocks are, of course, also applicable 
to chimney construction and for gable caps and copings. 
The manufacturers, the Campfield Raggle Block Com- 
pany, Inc., Colonial Building, Richmond, Ind., will be 
glad to give further information concerning their 
product.

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Graduate Fellowships in Architecture at the University 
of Pennsylvania 

Three graduate fellowships in architecture are an- 
nounced by the University of Pennsylvania for annual 
award during a term of years beginning in September, 
1910. These awards are based upon a fund established 
for the purpose by the General Architectural Alumni 
Society of the University. 

The fellowships are open, without restriction as to 
age, to graduates of American schools who hold a 
bachelor’s degree in architecture equivalent to that of 
the University of Pennsylvania. 

Each is a resident fellowship, valid for one year. Its 
holder will be eligible to the degree of Master of 
Science in Architecture, conferred on completion of the 
work of the graduate year, which allows wide latitude 
of choice as to major interest, either within the field of 
design or otherwise. The value of the fellowship is six 
hundred dollars, against which are charged the regular 
fees of two hundred dollars for tuition and ten dollars 
for graduation. 

Awards will be made annually to those three candi- 
dates showing the highest fitness for advanced work in 
architecture, with particular reference to design. The 
estimate of such fitness will be based upon both the at- 
tainments and the promise evinced by the candidate 
during his undergraduate career, and in subsequent 
study or professional work, if any. 

Inquiries regarding the fellowships may be addressed 
to Warren Laird, Professor of Architecture, 
who will be glad to give further information as to the 
range and character of work offered, living and other 
expenses, etc.; and to advise with individual candidates 
as to special lines of study.

The Ruins of the Baths of Diocletian at Rome 

Those portions of the Baths of Diocletian which were 
not already the property of the State have now been 
expropriated. They are to be freed of the modern 
buildings which disfigure them, and the church of 
S. Maria degli Angeli is, as far as possible, to be re- 
stored to the state in which it was left by Michelangelo, 
with the entrance at the southeast end, instead of on 
the southwest side, as at present (the change was made 
in 1749 by Vanvitelli) ; the scheme for a new facade 
on the southwest, facing the Via Nazionale, is there- 
fore to be abandoned. That part of the Baths which 
was previously a Carthusian monastery has for some 
years been the seat of the national archeological mu- 
seum; and the parts now expropriated are to serve in 
the first instance to contain the archzological exhibi- 
tion of 1911 (the fiftieth anniversary of the proclama- 
tion of the Italian kingdom), which is in large measure 
to consist of objects from the various provinces of the 
Roman empire, illustrating their relations with Rome 
itself. On the same occasion a “retrospective art exhi-

bition” is to be held in Castel S. Angelo, dealing with 
the Middle Ages and Renaissance, and containing sec- 
tions devoted to Roman topography, costume, armor, 
etc., and also to the relations between Rome and foreign 
countries, as exemplified in the life and works of the 
artists, architects, men of letters, etc.

Society for the Promotion of Roman Studies 

It is now announced that the Hellenic Society, the 
Classical Association, and the British School at Rome 
have come to an agreement to promote the foundation 
of a new society for the special study of Roman 
Archeology, and for the conducting of a Roman jour- 
nal on the same lines for Roman work as that of the 
Hellenic Society for Greek work. A special meeting 
was held on June 3, at the lecture theatre of the Civil 
Service Commission, in Burlington Gardens, to con- 
sider the subject in detail, and pass some formal resolu- 
tions as to the status and aims of the proposed society, 
for which no precise title seems yet to have been for- 
mulated. The objects of the Society, as stated in the 
second resolution, are as follows: 

To deal with the archzology, art, and history of Italy 
and the Roman Empire down to about a.p. 700, by 
publishing a journal, forming a library, holding meet- 
ings, assisting (as soon as funds permit) the British 
School at Rome, and generally promoting a_ better

Further Discovery at Canterbury Cathedral 

Concerning the fabric of Canterbury Cathedral, Mr. 
W. D. Carée has communicated a further discovery to 
the Times. It will be remembered that Mr. Carée, dur- 
ing the examination and the repairs to the northwest 
pier of the Angel Steeple, discovered that one of Lan- 
franc’s original Norman viers was embedded in the 
present pier. The portion disclosed proved to be the 
central shaft of that part of the pier which carried the 
Norman Tower arch across the north transept. The 
Norman arch spring was some 15 feet below the present 


one. Mr. Carode has now discovered in situ the capital 
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of this early shaft, a simpie cushion of Early Norman 
design, and of very considerable projection. Mr. Caroe 
draws attention to the value of the grouting machine in 
consolidating this pier and adding to its strength, 
no less than 1,140 gallons of cement grout having been 
introduced into the cavities of the pier—i.e., between 
the original shaft and the outer skin added by Prior 
Chillenden’s men. The greatly increased strength re- 
sulting from this treatment has not only removed anx- 
iety concerning the pier, but has enabled Mr. Caroe 
to leave a small recess exposing Lanfranc’s capital to 
view. The southwest pier, which was also fractured, is 
now under similar treatment. Mr. Carée also mentions 
that a curious and interesting painting of Canterbury 
Quire, painted by Thos. Johnson in 1657, has lately 
come into his possession. It is on record that a Mr. 
Johnson, of Canterbury, showed the Royal Society in 
1685 a prospect of the Cathedral drawn by himself in oil 
colors. Whether the two are one and the same picture 
is not determined, but the painting shows the myrmidons 
of Richard Culmer (Blue Dick) in their fell work, 
breaking the windows and the thirteenth century stalls. 
The great value of this painting, which is a view from 
Chillenden’s pulpitum or screen, is the laborious care in 
the details, which are exact, even to the number of 
stones in the pavement and the courses in the pillars.— 
Architects’ and Builders’ Journal.

“Diamond H™ Switches in The Blackstone 


A novel feature of lighting of guests’ rooms of The 
Blackstone, Chicago, has been supplied by the Hart 
Mfg. Co., of Hartford, Conn. Each room has a central 
chandelier for general lighting and in addition a port- 
able reading lamp, placed on a table. Each dresser is 
provided with two lamps, fastened to this article of fur- 
niture and connected by a flexible cable to baseboard 
outlets. By this means the dresser, with its lamps, may 
be moved to any part of the room desired. The most 
interesting feature, however, of the guest-room light- 
ing is the “Diamond H” door-bolt control switch. 

It would be difficult to calculate the waste caused by 
guests failing to turn out the electric light when leaving 
their rooms. Practical hotel managers are agreed that 
this item is considerable. This door-bolt control switch 
effectually eliminates this item of waste and frees the 
hotel management from loss due to a guest’s thought- 
lessness. 

It is so arranged that when the guest leaves his room 
and locks his door on the outside all lamps in the room 
are extinguished automatically. But the door can be 
locked from the inside or it can be closed without being 
locked from the outside without extinguishing the 
lamps. 

The mechanical installation of these switches may be 
briefly described as follows: The room has the regular 
push-button switch installed at any convenient place in 
the room, and a door-bolt switch installed in the keeper 
of the door lock. The room switch has an electro- 
magnetic attachment controlled by the door-bolt switch, 
which is so arranged that by locking the door as above 
described, the lights in the room are controlled.

An Efficient Refrigerator System in The Blackstone 

The installation by Kroeschell Bros. Ice Machine 
Co., of 460 West Erie street, Chicago, of their Car- 
bonic Anhydride refrigerator system, in The Black- 
stone is an interesting feature of the equipment of this 
hotel. 

This plant is of two units. One of 50 tons refriger- 
ating capacity and one of 75 tons. During hot weather 
the latter is used for cooling the dining room, lobby, 
grill room, barber shop and banquet hall. When used 
as an air cooler, this machine has a capacity of 110 
tons. The air is cooled by direct expansion in the air 
washers, affording the most economical method of 
operation and requiring a minimum of floor space. By 
this means first cost is reduced. 

The 50-ton unit cools the brine for the different 
refrigerators and also for the drinking water. Its 
capacity is eight tons of clear ice from raw, filtered 
water. Both units are operated by Corliss machines, 
the 50-ton machine requiring about 65 horsepower, the 
75-ton machine go horsepower. 

The condensers are of double pipe construction, as are 
also the brine coolers, which are counter current ma- 
chines and placed in the cooler house. 

The entire plant has developed an efficiency in excess 
of the requirements, and it is believed to be one of the 
most successful refrigerating systems introduced in 
hotel planning. The Kroeschell Bros. Ice Machine Co.
